Mayor digs for bright 
side to sewage project 


Insurance should cover repair costs; tourism shouldn't be hit

In life, when you find 
yourself in a crappy 
situation, it can be best 
not to get bogged down. 

That’s the approach of 
HRM Mayor Peter Kelly, 
who discovered Tuesday 
that the much-hyped Har¬ 
bour Solutions Project 
will be down for a year, 
leaving thousands of tons 
of raw sewage to be 
pumped into the Halifax 

S Harbour daily during a 
busy tourism season. 


But Kelly is taking the op¬ 
timistic route. 

“It is a fact of life and you 
can’t control everything in 
life,” he said. “You deal with 
(problems) the best you can. 
We are doing that. We’ll get 
it fixed, we’ll get it back in 
operation and we’ll get it as 
good as or better than it was 
before.” 

The $ 54-million facility 
was put out of commission 
until next spring after a Jan. 
14 flood caused by a power 
outage. On the bright side, 
repairs shouldn’t cost HRM 
any money. 

The plant was insured 


and only four months into 
a three-year warranty. The 
insurance policy can go 
up to $66 million, includ¬ 
ing $50 million for water 
damage. 

“It should be more than 
enough,” Kelly said. 

But new improvements 
on top of the original proj¬ 
ect could cost extra. Kelly 
said it’s too soon to know 
the potential cost of those 
updates. 

Another factor is the 
smnmer tourism season. In 
particular, the Tall Ships fes¬ 
tival is expected to bring 
thousands of people to the 


Halifax waterfront, with the 
water potentially smelling 
less than fresh. 

But officials aren’t expect¬ 
ing to see visitor numbers 
take a hit, according to 
tourism department com¬ 
munications director Mike 
Noonan. 

“I still think that Halifax 
can and will be seen as a 
good destination for visi¬ 
tors. There are so many 
events and resources avail¬ 
able to visitors in the Hali¬ 
fax area,” Noonan said. 

“There’s still a tremen¬ 
dous amount to recommend 
the city as a destination.”

Afghan 
women take 
to streets 

KABUL Afghan women 
staged rival demonstrations 
yesterday for and against a 
new law, which opponents 
denounce as legalized 
marital rape but supporters 
say defends Islamic justice. 

Separated by human 
chains of female police, 
the two groups lined up 
outside a new Kabul Shiite 
mosque. 

The legislation applies 
to the Shiite minority that 
makes up about 10 per cent 
of Afghanistan’s 
population. 

“It is frightening to be 
here but I could not just sit 
in my house,” said Halima 
Hosseini, 27, at her first 
protest with about 50 
other women. 

“I personally cannot allow 
someone else to represent 
me and put articles in law 
that are against my rights, 
against human rights and 
consider me, as a woman, a 
second-class human.” 

But the law’s opponents 
were outnumbered by its 
supporters. More than 100 
women marched out from 
the mosque shouting 
“God is great” and waving 
banners backing Islamic 
Justice. 

“The women coming 
here to demonstrate don’t 
know much about the law 
and did not study it fully,” 
said Qudsia Frotan, 21, a 
student leading women in 
support of the law. 

A group of more than 200 
angry male supporters also 
gathered on the steps of the 
mosque, occasionally surg¬ 
ing toward the women and 
throwing small stones at 
the law’s opponents, reuters

Keith's to open a second brewery in British Columbia

Those who like it, buy it a 
lot. 

So much so that Alexan¬ 
der Keith’s, a beer closely 
tied to Nova Scotia, will 
now be brewed in British 
Columbia as well. 

Labatt Breweries an¬ 
nounced yesterday that 
Keith’s is doing so well it 
will be begin brewing the 
beer in Creston, B.C., to 
service west of Ontario. 

“The brand became the 
No. 1 draft brand in On¬ 
tario. It’s the No. 1 special¬ 
ty beer in Canada,” said 
Richard Musson, the vice- 
president of marketing for 
Labatt. 

“As we looked forward 
five years we’d see the 
brand getting bigger and 
bigger and bigger. And you 
start to say, ‘well does it 
make sense to transport 
beer from one side of the 
continent to the other?”’ 

The change means the 
Halifax breweiy will make 
less Keith’s, but more Bud- 
weiser and Bud Light for 
the Quebec market. There 
will be an overall drop in 
Halifax production by four 
per cent but no jobs will be 


affected in either breweiy. 

Labatt said Keith’s will 
only be sold after a rigor¬ 
ous quahty control process 
to ensure it tastes exactly 
the same. Keith’s brew 
master Graham Kendall 
will go to Creston to teach 
the brewing recipe and 
process. 

Musson said the beer 
will still be an ambassador 


of Nova Scotia. 

“Eveiyone always knows 
Guinness is Irish, although 
a lot of it doesn’t actually 
come from Ireland,” Mus¬ 
son said. 

“We’re never going to 
take the Nova Scotia out of 
Keith’s. Without Nova Sco¬ 
tia this brand wouldn’t be 
so successful.” 

Musson said that one in 


four beers drank in Nova 
Scotia is a Keith’s product. 
Market shares are confi¬ 
dential but NSLC 
spokesman Rick Perkins 
called Keith’s “by far the 
largest beer” with a “quite 
huge” market share. 

“It’s just a dominant 
brand, and you see that by 
the footprint it’s given in 
our stores,” he said. 


Study aims to find the cost of eating healthy

Debbie Rudolph finds it 
hard to choose between 
costly food that’s good for 
her and cheap food that 
may be bad for her. 

But volunteering to price 
out grocery store products 
for a study called Gost and 
Affordability of a Nutri¬ 
tious Diet in Nova Scotia, a 
report released yesterday 
in Halifax, has helped the 
58-year-old make choices 
that better impact her 
body and her wallet. 

“I soon realized that the 
food choices I had made 
were not always the best 
ones,” she said inside 
Mount Saint Vincent Uni¬ 
versity, which led the proj¬ 
ect with help from the No¬ 
va Scotia Food Security 
Network and the Depart¬ 
ment of Health Promotion 
and Protection. 

“When you shop for the

month, you have to be very 
careful what you put in the 
cart — planning is neces¬ 
sary,” said the Port 
Hawkesbury woman, who 
has special dietaiy require¬ 
ments since she’s diabetic. 

The study shows that a 
family of four living on 
minimum wage will be 
$134.52 in debt at the end 
of each month if they want 
to eat well, said investiga¬ 
tor Patty Williams. The re¬ 
port assumes a basic nutri¬ 
tious diet for that family 
costs $673.62 per month. 

Debbie Poirier of the 
Gape Breton’s Family Place 
Resource Gentre said she 
“saw Debbie struggle buy¬ 


ing food to provide for her 
family,” and asked her to 
assist with the research. 

The overall goal of the 
project is to gather current 
and relevant data on the 
cost of a basic nutritious 


diet in the province. 

“We’ve been able to bet¬ 
ter understand the issue of 
food insecurity, its impact 
and the steps we can take 
together to influence 
change.” 


Atlantic mayors to tackle 
economy at local summit

Students given 
lesson on tobacco 

Teen-organized event aimed to educate

Grade 12 student Danielle 
MacDougall isn’t about to 
start smoking, especially 
after seeing diseased 
lungs during Tobacco Edu¬ 
cation Day, held yesterday 
at Halifax’s Mount Saint 
Vincent University. 

“It’s kind of crazy, how 
destroyed some of them 
are,” MacDougall, 17, said 
of several preserved lungs 
on display, including those 
from a coal miner and a 
longtime smoker. 

“I’ve (always) thought of 
it as a disgusting addic¬ 
tion,” the student council 
rep from Millwood High 
School in Lower Sackville 
said. 

MacDougall was one of 
300 students from the Hal¬ 
ifax Regional School Board 
who weaved through six 
interactive stations to bet¬ 
ter understand the detri¬ 
mental health impacts of 
tobacco use. 

Heather McPeake, 
health promotion co-ordi- 
nator with Public Health 
Services, said for the first 
time students taking the 
Grade 12 health and hu¬ 
man services class at 
Citadel High School organ¬ 
ized the annual event. She 
pointed to a poignant ac¬ 
tivity created for students, 
by students. 

“Everybody is going to 
be instructed to write the 
name of somebody in their 
lives that’s been affected 
by tobacco (and) they’re 
going to make a paper- 
chained link,” she said. “At 


the end of the day ... 
they’re going to cut the 
chain in half to represent 
50 per cent of the people 
that will die from tobacco 
use.” 

Michael C. Derosenroll, 
public issues co-ordinator 
for the Canadian Cancer 
Society’s Nova Scotia divi¬ 
sion, said young people are 
the prime target for the to¬ 
bacco industry. 

“Youths themselves 
know the best way to com¬ 
municate and relate to oth¬ 
er youth,” he said of teens 
teaching teens. 


“We gave them the back¬ 
ground information and 
they decided what to do 
with it.” 

Citadel High student 
Kathleen Sautiere pro¬ 
duced a video called Butt 
Out, Spit Out, which in¬ 
cluded disturbing stats 
such as there can be 4,000 
chemicals in a cigarette. 

“We’re here not judging 
them; we’re just giving 
them information and ad¬ 
vising them to stop,” the 
18-year-old non-smoker 
said. “It’s really their per¬ 
sonal choice.”

Private care push 
‘misleading/ 
coalition claims 

Only owners benefit: Activists 


Taking direct aim at Cana¬ 
da's top doctor who's the 
owner of a chain of private 
diagnostic centres, a coali¬ 
tion of pro-medicare 
groups says Canadians are 
being "misled" about the 
benefits of privatized care 
in hopes of lulling them 
into accepting for-profit 
services. 

The coalition yesterday 
launched a national cam¬ 
paign to counter such ef¬ 
forts, charging that men 
like Canadian Medical As¬ 
sociation president Robert 
Ouellet will be the only 
ones to benefit from priva¬ 
tization. 

“Dr. Ouellet is present¬ 
ing a false picture of health 
care in European countries 
that misleads Canadians 
about the threat to public 
health care posed by pri¬ 
vate for-profit services,” 
Michael McBane, head of 
the Canadian Health Coali¬ 


tion, told a press confer¬ 
ence in Moncton, N.B. 

“It has to be said, this 
doctor is in a conflict of in¬ 
terest” by promoting a big¬ 
ger role for private care 
while owning private clin¬ 
ics, McBane said in a 
phone interview after the 
press conference. 

Since becoming CMA 
president last summer, 
Ouellet has promoted a 
“European” style of health 
care mixing public and pri¬ 
vate deliveiy. Contacted 
yesterday, Ouellet said 60 
per cent of surgeries in 
France, for instance, are 
done in private facilities 
but paid for by govern¬ 
ment.

The number of green 
products available in stores 
surveyed by TerraChoice 
increased dramatically be¬

TerraChoice increased its 
list of greenwashing sins 
this year to seven from six, 
adding “worship of false la¬ 
bels” for marketers who 
mimic third-party environ¬ 
mental certifications on 
their products to entice 
consumers. 

Other sins in the report 
include lack of proof, 
vagueness, irrelevance and 
outright lying. Products 
that make environmental 
claims and are sold in big 
box stores in the United 
States, Canada, Britain, 
and Australia were sur¬ 
veyed.

Judge causes stir 
in kirpan case 

QUEBEC In a case that threat¬ 
ens to once again thrust 
Quebec’s uneasy accoromo- 
dation of religious minori¬ 
ties into the spotlight, a 
judge has hinted that 
nationality indeed played a 
role in a 13-year-old Sikh 
boy being charged with 
brandishing his ceremonial 
dagger in a dispute with 
some schoolmates. 

“If the three boys had the 
same nationality, and the 
same faith, this case would 
not have ended up before 
the court,” youth court jus¬ 
tice Gilles Ouellet said in 
granting the boy an 
absolute discharge yester¬ 
day. 

The boy, who cannot be 
named as he is a minor, 
was acquitted of assault 
with his kirpan dagger, 
which Sikhs normally keep 
discreetly sheathed. Ouel¬ 
let, however, found the boy 
guilty of using his hairpin 
in the assault, but by 
discharging him freed the 
boy from a criminal record. 

The judge’s remarks did¬ 
n’t sit well with Crown 
prosecutor Sylvie Lemieux. 

“I don’t think those com¬ 
ments were appropriate,” 
Lemieux said.

Learn to save or Learn to like dog food

It would be nice to believe 
economists who say this 
recession is fundamentally 
changing Canadians, mak¬ 
ing them spend less and 
save more. After all, there’s 
been a recent decline in 
credit card use and a rise in 
the personal savings rate. 
In the fourth quarter of 
2008, people were saving 
4.7 per cent of their dispos¬ 
able income on average, 
the highest level since 
1995. Profligate grasshop¬ 
pers appear to be turning 
into thrifty ants. 

Don’t believe it. 

Once happy days are 


here again, Canadians are 
more than likely to resume 
their extravagant ways. 
The reckoning may be put 
off until a wave of baby 
boomers retires to the hor¬ 
ror of lingering indebted¬ 
ness and insufficient in¬ 
come. 

Sure, credit card use is 
slipping right now, but it 
isn’t just because card 
holders have been scared 
into temporarily spending 
less. Credit card issuers, 
primarily the big banks, 
are restraining market 
growth because they fear 
that delinquencies will 
mean surging losses on 
their credit card portfolios. 
Losses on Canadian credit 
cards rose above three per 
cent of average balances 
during the third quarter of 
2008 (the seventh straight 
quarterly rise) and it’s a 
fair assumption that things 


are worse now. Of late, 
banks have significantly 
increased the amount of 
money they set aside to 
cover potential card losses. 

But once the recovery 
takes hold, banks and oth¬ 
er issuers will aggressively 
market cards again be¬ 
cause they’re so lucrative. 
CIBC, the country’s biggest 
issuer with outstanding 
balances of roughly $14 
billion, had credit card rev¬ 
enues of $1.75 billion last 
year, an amount substan¬ 
tially greater than the 
bank makes from mort¬ 
gage and personal lending 
combined. Long-term 
growth has been phenom¬ 
enal. As of this Januaiy, the 
outstanding credit card 
balances of Canadian 
banks totalled $52 billion, 
more than five times 
greater than a decade ago. 

Expect compulsive 


spending disorder to recur, 
weakening our already re¬ 
cessive savings gene. The 
recent blip in the personal 
savings rate cannot mask 
the fact that it has been 
falling steadily since the 
1980s, when it was close to 
nine per cent of disposable 
income. By 1998, it was a 
shockingly low 0.7 per 
cent. Canadians have am¬ 
ple reason to save. Public 
pensions and benefits are 
modest and company pen¬ 
sions hardly provide ade¬ 
quate retirement income, 
but so far they’ve shown 
scant inclination to consis¬ 
tently put money aside. Ei¬ 
ther they develop some se¬ 
rious savings discipline, or 
acquire a taste for Alpo.

New York tables bill to 
legalize gay marriage 


CIVIL RIGHTS New York Gov¬ 
ernor David Paterson will 
introduce legislation today 
to make gay marriage le¬ 
gal, but the move faces an 
uncertain vote in the state 
Senate. 

If the bill passes. New 
York would follow 
Connecticut, Mas¬ 
sachusetts, Ver¬ 
mont and Iowa 
in legalizing gay 
marriage. 

“The timing 
was always right,” 
said Paterson, a De¬ 
mocrat — who or¬ 
dered all New York 
state agencies a year ago to 
recognize out-of-state gay 
marriages. “It’s just who is 
willing to take that step, 
and I am.” 

Gay marriage has broad 
support in their Democrat- 
ic-controlled State Assem¬ 
bly, where it passed in a 
vote of 85 to 61 in 2007. It 


was never put to a vote in 
the Senate while it was 
controlled by Republicans. 

While the Democrats 
now hold a Senate majori¬ 
ty for the first time in 
more than 40 years, it is 
slim — 32 to 30 — and at 
least one Democratic 
senator, Ruben 
Diaz, oppos¬ 
es gay mar¬ 
riage. He 
says the is¬ 
sue should 
be decided by 
a voter referen¬ 
dum. 

Lawmakers in New 
Hampshire and Maine, 
which already offer same- 
sex couples some form of 
legal recognition, are also 
considering bills to allow 
gay marriage. 

California briefly recog¬ 
nized gay marriage until 
voters banned it in a refer¬ 
endum last year. reuters

“It’s always been one of 
the weakest links in the in¬ 
dustry,” said Jacques 
Kavafian, an analyst at Re¬ 
search Capital. 

Kavafian estimated that 
the privately held compa¬ 
ny held just seven per cent 
of the holiday tour market 
with annual sales in the 
range of about $200 mil¬ 
lion. 

It wasn’t clear yesterday 


whether Conquest also 
planned to file for bank¬ 
ruptcy protection. 

On its website. Conquest 
directed customers seek¬ 
ing claims or refunds to 
contact their travel agents.

Don Koharski is retiring 
from his illustrious career 
as an NHL referee proud 
of the game he leaves be¬ 
hind. 

“The game right now is 
probably the best I’ve ever 
seen it, for speed, skill and 
parity,” Koharski says. 

If anyone is qualified to 
judge, it’s Koharski. The 
53-year-old Dartmouth na¬ 
tive donned the stripes for 
1,719 games over 32 sea¬ 
sons, sharing ice surfaces 
with everyone from Guy 
LaFleur to Wa 5 me Gretzky 
to Sidney Grosby. 

Koharski, whose final 


game was on April 9, is 
glad he retired now and 
not during the NHL lock¬ 
out. When the league 
came back from its one- 
year hiatus in 2005 with a 
new collective bargaining 
agreement, the NHL Offi¬ 
cials Association began 
strictly enforcing existing 
rules to cut down on ob¬ 
struction. 

The game has changed 
so much, Koharski figures 
the Great One would oblit¬ 
erate his NHL single-season 
record of 215 points — set 
in 1985-86 — if he were 
still active. 

“Guys (like Gretzky) in 
the ’80s were getting 
hooked, held, grabbed, 
tackled and were still able 


to do what they did so 
well,” Koharski says. 
“Nowadays, there is no 
more tackling or hooking 
or holding. It’s dramatical¬ 


ly different.” 

So why aren’t the super- 
stars of today piling up 
200-point seasons? Kohars¬ 
ki says bigger goaltending 


equipment and stricter 
goaltender interference 
rules are factors. But more¬ 
over, he says no one in to¬ 
day’s game compares to 
i Gretzky. 

I “Wajme Gretzky was a 
freak in our sport,” Kohars¬ 
ki says. “Eveiybody else 
was a superstar.” 

Koharski began reffing 
as a hobby in the 1970s at 
Shannon Park Arena, nev¬ 
er imagining he would one 
day work 11 Stanley Gup 
Finals and a pair of Ganada 
Gups. 

He got serious when he 
won a community award 
and used the $50 prize to 
attend a refereeing camp 
in Ontario. That led to a 
job in the World Hockey 


Association in 1975. 

With his career behind 
him, he’s looking forward 
to a lighter travel load and 
not having to pack his 
equipment bag. He lives in 
Dade Gity, Fla., and plans 
to keep working with the 
NHL Officials Association 
in an off-ice capacity. He al¬ 
so runs an annual camp for 
referees in Dartmouth in 
late July. 

He recommends his ca¬ 
reer to anyone who is cut 
out for it. 

“You’ve got to have three 
things: Thick skin, a short 
memoiy, and a good sense 
of humour,” Koharski says. 
“It’s not for eveiyone. 
You’ve got to be a different 
breed.”

As we celebrate Earth Day 
next week, our thoughts 
turn to the upcoming 
growing season as many 
are itching to get out and 
prepare our gardens for 
planting.

Beyond our own gar¬

According to Stewart, 
“Since the turn of the last 
centuiy, recipes abound 
for it in almost eveiy Cana¬ 
dian cookbook, but you 
won’t find a reference for 
this noble tart in the Ox¬ 
ford Companion to Food or 
in the American reference 
book Food Lover’s Com¬ 
panion. Friend and histori¬ 
an Maiy Williamson is an 
expert on butter tarts. She 
notes the earliest refer¬ 
ence was in a cookbook 
compiled by The Women’s 
Auxiliary of the Royal Vic¬ 
toria Hospital in Barrie in 
1900 and it’s merely 
named ‘A filling for tarts.’ 
For farm women, two es¬ 
sential ingredients, eggs 
and butter, were in abun¬ 
dance. And Canada, when 
these tarts were invented, 
was a farming countiy.”

• 1 cup (250 mL) packed 
brown sugar 

• 3 tbsp (45 mL) melted 
butter 

• 1/2 cup (125 mL) 
chopped walnuts 

• 18 Sweet Tart Pastiy 
shells (recipe online at 
metronews.ca/alacarte) 

METHOD: 


In a small bowl, cover 
raisins with boiling water. 
Let soak for 20 minutes. 
Drain and set aside. 

In a small mixing bowl, 
whisk together eggs, corn 
syrup, brown sugar, butter 
and nuts. Stir in raisins. 
Pour evenly into prepared 
tart shells. 

Bake in preheated 450°F 
(220°C) oven 5 minutes. Re¬ 
duce heat to 350°F (180°C) 
and open door slightly for 
15 to 20 seconds to bring 
temperature down rapidly. 
Bake for 15 minutes or un¬ 
til bubbling and deep gold¬ 
en brown. 

Let cool for 10 to 15 min¬ 
utes before removing from 
the pan.

Gone to the doc 

NFL star Vick trying to land TV deal 


Michael Vick is hoping to 
play the reality game. 

The incarcerated NFL 
star has talked to produc¬ 
ers about launching an un¬ 
scripted program. The pro¬ 
posed documentaiy series 
would follow Vick begin¬ 
ning July 20, the day of his 
scheduled release from 
federal custody, and show 
him trying to “make 
amends for his past.” 

Sources said eager pro¬ 
ducers even visited the sus¬ 
pended Atlanta Falcons 
quarterback in prison in 
the hope of signing him. 
As a result, a few parties 
claim to have obtained 
rights to a Vick project. 

Vick is serving a 23- 
month sentence for dog¬ 
fighting conspiracy. His at¬ 
torneys did not return a 
call for comment, but they 
told a judge this month at 
a bankruptcy hearing that 
Vick has agreed to a “tele¬ 
vision documentary deal” 
that will pay him $600,000. 

That number represents 
only a small portion of 
what Vick is asking for, 
however. The athlete, who

reportedly owes millions 
to creditors, is seeking a 
high-dollar figure for par¬ 
ticipation in the show. 

Among the questions sur¬ 
rounding such a deal is the 
matter of which network 
would be interested in a 
Vick reality show. Insiders 
place bets on A&E and Spike 
TV as likely first stops. 

“It sure won’t be Animal 
Planet,” more than one 
source quipped. 

The Vick reality market¬ 
place appears to be larger 
than that of another tabloid 


figure seeking a reality- 
show bailout: Nadya “Octo- 
mom” Suleman, who de¬ 
spite headlines suggesting 
otherwise, has struggled to 
find a cable network will¬ 
ing to adopt her as part of 
its programming family. 

If Vick’s show finds a 
home, he wouldn’t be the 
first celebrity to get help 
with legal fees from TV 
networks. Producer Mark 
Burnett locked up Martha 
Stewart for a version of 
The Apprentice and her 
da 5 ^ime talk show Martha 
before she was released 
from federal prison in 
2005. There also have been 
pre-prison countdown real¬ 
ity shows, including Lil 
Kim’s Countdown to Lock- 
down on BET in 2006 and 
T.I.’s Road to Redemption 
this year on MTV. 

Vick’s incarceration al¬ 
ready has inspired one se¬ 
ries: National Geographic 
Channel’s DogTown devot¬ 
ed the opening episode of 
its second season to the re¬ 
habilitation of 22 of Vick’s 
traumatized pit bulls.

Chesapeake

INGREDIENTS: 

1/2 cup fresh bread 
crumbs 

1 celery stalk with leaves, 
finely chopped 

1/3 cup finely chopped 
and seeded red pepper 

2 tbsp (25 ml) minced shal¬ 
lot 

2 tbsp (25 ml) finely 
chopped parsley 
2 tbsp (25 ml) coarse Dijon 
mustard 

2 tbsp (25 ml) low-fat may¬ 
onnaise 

2 large egg whites 
1 tsp (5 ml) Old Bay 
seasoning 

1 lb (500 g) lump 
crabmeat, picked through 
1/3 cup (75 ml) all-purpose 
flour 

2 tsp (10 ml) canola oil 

METHOD: 

1. Mix bread crumbs, cel¬ 
ery, red pepper, shallot, 
parsley, mustard, mayon¬ 
naise, egg whites and Old 
Bay seasoning in large 
bowl. Fold in crabmeat. 

2. Preheat oven to 350°F 
(180°C). Spread flour on 
waxed paper. Divide crab 


mixture into 8 mounds, 
then form into patties 
with floured hands. 

Dredge in flour. 

3. Lightly coat non-stick 
flying pan with non-stick 
cooking spray and set over 
medium-high heat until 
hot but not smoking. Cook 
4 crab cakes until brown, 
about 2 minutes on each 
side. Drizzle 1 tsp (5 ml) 
oil around crab cakes, gen¬ 
tly shaking pan to spread 
oil, right after turning 
crab cakes over. Transfer 
to plate lined with paper 
towels. Repeat with 
remaining crab cakes and 
oil. 

4. Lightly coat baking 
sheet with non-stick cook¬ 
ing spray, place crab cakes 
on sheet, and bake until 
veiy hot in centre, 8 to 10 
minutes.
